Bay of Pigs for the bomb casings, etc. , that were in the 
bunker, to be taken out by NOVEL and his group. At the time 
of ri'tiiovirig this material, however, apparently these individuals 
took some i> f Sctilun\be rge r ' s low grade powder and fuses as well. 
It Is Hr'oui’ht back here, this v/ill be his defense.
